No  Tubers  will  be  shipped  before  May 
first  except  at  your  own  risk. 

Order  Early — Then  you  will  get  what  you  want. 
In  certain  varieties  we  have  only  limited  stock. 
All  orders  are  filled  in  rotation  and  stock  is 
subject  to  prior  sale.  Keep  a  copy  of  your  order 
for  comparison.  Order  early. 

Terms — Payment  in  full  with  order.

Care  of  Roots — Unpack  and  plant  at  once.  Do 
not  leave  roots  lying  around,  they  will  dry  out.
